Ekines's greatest friend at the 
moment is the Rev. Arthur Bowen, 
one of the Missions to Seamen 
chaplains, who is busy supplying 
him with a new outfit before once 
again he goes to sea to bring in 
more food for Britain.

BRITAIN’S HEALTH 


It is an interesting fact 
that in spite of gloomy 
prognostications, the 
health of the British peo- 
ple sleeping in air raid 
shelters and, incidentally, 
their.morale, has not de- 
teriorated during the past 
winter months, a period 


of the year which is usual- 
ly associated with colds. 
influenza ~and — similar 
complaints. 


Air raid shelters are no! 
and cannot be the most 
salubrious places in the 
world. Combined with 
lack of fresh air they are 
for the most part filled to 
capacity so that one sick! 
person could presumably 
infect a score of others. 
But contrary to medical 
and health theories, this 
has not happened. The. 
people emerge from their) 
crowded night quarters: 
each morning still unbur- 
dened with unpleasant 
germs. All of which is 
probably due to the fact 
that under present condi- 
tions they have no time to 
devote to their own physi- 
cal disabilities, and al- 
though they have gone 
through months of the 
most nerve-racking e€x- 
periences, in the most un- 
comfortable of conditions, 
they remain healthily on 
their feet. 


Compared with total 
population, the number of 
air raid sheltcrs does not 
seem very high, but they 
are probably adequate. At 
all events, in London 
alone public night accom- 
modation is now avail-' 
able for nearly one and a 
half million and when the 
severity of the raid de- 
mands it, this’ number. go 
underground.

started, I was hearing from 
somebody whose part in it was 
certain to be very prominent 
what course he thought it would 
take.

It is an interesting fact 
that in spite of gloomy 
prognostications, the 
health of the British peo-

Morale has held up remark- 
ably during the year and is 
actually better now than at. this 
time last year. 

At the end of 1939 there was 
nothing but the victory in Poland 
to convince the public that the 
German Army was superlatively 
pewerful, The easy conquest of 
Frunce wiped out the = serious 
doubt which clouded the early war 
months, They have thet record of 
victory to reassure them. And 
along with this moral factor is the 
growing fear of what would hap- 
pen should they lose the war, 

The fear of the consequences of 
hatred developing against. them 
makes the great majority of Ger- 
mans loyal to the cause of vie- 
tory regardless of their feelings 
towards Naziism, So long as they 
foresee victory they cun be ex- 
pected to support the waé eftort. 
The only thing which would seri- 
ously undermine morale would be 
some development which would 
destvoy the confidence in the pos- 
sibility of victory, 


Foundations of Morale 


On the other hand, if the ex- 
pectation of ullimate victory were 
serdousty undermined a deep re- 
action is conceivable, 

Morale is built on the combina- 
tion of expected victory and fear 
of consequences of failure, not on 
basic faith in the righteousness of 
the cause. 

There is a noticeable lack of en- 
thusiasm, of uny endunnp crusad- 
foe zeal, 

The looming menace of America 
on the horzen is beginning — to 
trouble them. It is anather cle- 
ment driving military policy to- 
ward new and early efforts to 
reach the illusive victory quickly. 

As vet the threat is only dimly 
appreciated by public opinion 
sheltered by the controled press 
from full knowledge of the Amer- 
jean trend.

BRITAIN’S HEALTH 


It is an interesting fact 
that in spite of gloomy 
prognostications, the 
health of the British peo- 
ple sleeping in air raid 
shelters and, incidentally, 
their morale, has not de- 
teriorated during the past 
winter months, a period 
of the year which is usual- 
ly associated with colds. 
influenza and similar 
complaints. 


Air raid shelters are no! 


and cannot be the most; 


salubrious places in the 
world. Combined with 
lack of fresh air they are 
for the most part filled to 
capacity so that one sick 
person could presumably 
infect a score of others. 
But contrary to medical 
and health theories, this 
has not happened. The 
people emerge from their 
crowded night quarters 
each morning still unbur- 
dened with unpleasant 
germs. All of which is 
probably due to the fact 
that under present condi- 
tions they have no time to 
devote to their own physi- 
cal disabilities, and al- 
though they have gone 
through months of the 
most nerve-racking ¢x- 
periences, in the most un- 
comfortable of conditions, 
they remain healthily on 
their feet. 


Compared with total 
population, the number of 
air raid shelters does not 
seem very high, but they 
are probably adequate. At 
all events, in London 
alone public night accom- 
modation is now avail- 
able for nearly one and a 
half million and when the 
severity of the raid de- 
mands it, this number go 
underground. Londoners, 
accustomed to tubes, per- 
haps take more readily to 
shelters than those living 
in provincial towns, who 

_ prefer to remain in their 
own quarters however 
great the risk. 

The official precautions 
taken on behalf of the 
public include 1,800 first 
aid posts and 800 mobile

Morale has held up remark- 
ably during the year and {s 
actualy better now than at this 
time last year. : 

At the end of 1939 there was 
nothing but the victory In Poland 
to convince the public that the 
German Army was superlatively 
pewerful, Yme easy conquest of 
France wiped out the serious 
doubt which clouded the early war 
months, They have that record of 
victory to reassure them. And 
along with this moral factor is the 
growing fear of what would hap- 
pen should they lose the war, 

The fear of the consequences of 
hatred developing against’ them 
makes the great majority of Ger- 
mans loyal to the cause of vic- 
tory regardless of their feelings 
towards Naziism, So long as they 
foresee victory they can be ex- 
pected to support the war effort. 
The only thing which would seri- 
ously undermine morale would be 
some development which would 
destroy the contidenee in. the pos- 
sibility of victory, 


Foundations of Morale 


On the other hand, if the ex- 
pectation of ultimate victory were 
scriously undermined a deen re- 
action is conceivable, 

Morale is built on the combina- 
tion of expected victory and fear 
of consequences of failure, not on 
basic faith in the righteousness of 
the cause, 

There is a noticeable lack of en- 
thusiasi, of any enduring crusad- 
Inu zeal, 

The looming menace of Amering 
on the horizon is beginning — to 
trouble them. It is another cle- 
ment driving military policy to- 
ward new. and early efforts — to 
reach the iusive victory quickly. 

As vet the threat is only dimly 
uppreciated by public opinion 
sheltered by the controled press

American Aid 


One of the severest blows which 
could be dealt his morale would 
be an American contribution to 
England divorced from profits.
